Many Lives Are Ix>st On W estern 
Coast of E urope. 
London, Feb. S.—The recent gales 
have been succeeded by heavy snow­ 
storm s in w estern Europe, and the 
shipping along the coast of Spain has 
suffered considerably. Forty lives are 
reported to have been lost in ship­ 
wrecks on the Italian coast. 
Several 
p< rsons were killed by avalanches In 
Italy; 
rivers there have overflown 
their banks, a score of bridges have 
been broken, 
and many towns are 
blocked by the snow. 
A village near 
Verona has been wrecked by the storm 
and certain districts adjacent to Rome 
have been flooded 
There is three 
feet of snow at Turin and Milan. 
A German bark stranded on St. Ma 
rin rook off the Sciliy Islands Sunday 
evening and was broken up before the 
life savers reached her.

So fa r ns any d an g er from the gam e 
Is concerned, fresh w ater fishing ha* 
alw ays been looked upon as about aa 
aafe as any sport In th e world, £Dd the 
fresii w ater bah has gout* off record as 
harm less and nonresistant. 
Rut th ere 
are instances now and then w hen the 
fish turns the tables. The inhabitants 
of Osceola county, Mich., who live In 
Hie neighborhood of Lake George, an 
inland w ater ab o u t three miles long, 
are alm ost superstitiously afraid of a 
certain fish th a t inhabits th a t lake. No 
one knows w h at sort of fish it is, aud 
opinion locally is divided as to w hether 
It Is a g ian t m uskellunge or a stu r­ 
geon. 
Spearing parties bad now* and then 
reported seeing a very large fish w ith ­ 
out being able to strik e it, but no one 
gave credence to th e tales until one 
night several y ears ago. when a party 
of sportsm en from C hicago w ent on the 
lake spearing In ch arg e of an old resi­ 
dent nam ed A rm strong. 
A rm strong w as the only one th a t re­ 
turned to tell th e story. 
He said the 
party w as spearing in shallow w ater 
when they saw’ an enorm ous fish th a t 
resem bled an overgrow n pickerel. Tw o 
cf the Chicago men w ere standing In 
the bow, ami a t first supposed the fish 
rn be a log. T hen one saw his m istake 
and struck w ith all his might. T he fish 
gave a d art th a t m ade the boat Jum p 
as though a steam engine w ere pulling 
It. If the m an had let go of the spear, 
all would have been well, but he hung 
on, aud the fish gave a m ighty flop to 
right angles w ith the b o a t The m an 
still held to th e spear, w ith the resu lt 
th a t the boat capsized, and the m en 
found them selves standing in m ud and 
w ater up to th eir w aists. 
The light w ent out when the boat up­ 
set, and, th e night being dark and 
cloudy, not one of the party bad any 
Idea of the direction to be pursued In 
reaching shore 
T he shallow w ater oc­ 
cupies a large p a rt of the lake, and 
they could w an d er In any direction 
w ithout being able to tell w hether or 
not they w ere nearing shore. 
A rm ­ 
strong said afte rw a rd th a t nothing 
could equal th e aw fulness of the expe­ 
rience th a t follow ed. They m ade th e ir 
W’ay In one direction n fter another and 
w andered round and round, going h a lf 
w?ay to th e ir knees in mud a t every 
step.

Steady, drizzling rain began to fall, 
They w ere soon num b to th e m arrow . 
T hen one of the sportsm en dropped 
w ithout a w ord, and no one w ent to his 
help. L ittle by little the three th a t re­

A rm strong 
says he him self becam e unconscious 
afte r a tim e and rem em bers n o th ­ 
ing th a t happened until he w as roused 
by feeling solid ground beneath his 
feet and finding th a t the w ater w as 
more shallow th an it had been. 
Ile 
kept on and fell upon the shore. T hen 
on hands and knees be craw led to 
cam p and gave th e alarm . Search w as 
at once m ade for his com panions, and 
their bodies w ere recovered. Since th a t 
tim e the big Asb w ith a scar on his 
back has tw ice or th rice been seen by 
spearing parties, but they have passed 
It by. 
T here Is one species of fish In the 
south th a t Is feared only little less 
than its salt w a te r contem porary th e 
shark. 
T his is tile alligator gar.

grow s to enorm ous size and has a bill 
hard and bony and much broader th an 
the bill of th e com m on gar of north ern 
w aters. O ne w ho goes out upon the 
lakes of L ouisiana and A rkansas w ill 
see them ju m p in g and splashing like 
enorm ous tro u t. T h eir usual food con­ 
sists of fish, and they not only m ake 
endless trouble fo r those who go fish­

B athing In th e lakes is considered d an ­ 
gerous.

One spring the w riter w as visiting a 
lice plantation on th e “low er coast” of 
the M ississippi w hen an old negress 
cam e w ailing to th e house and said ber 
five-year-old boy wras dead.

been playing a t the edge of a bayou 
and w as lying on the bank extending 
his arm s iuto the w ater when a g ar 
cam e w ith a rush and, gi ebbing the 
youngster by th e arm , pulled him into 
th e w ater. 
A young pegro w ith a sh o t­ 
gun w as stan d in g n ear w atching for 
rieebirds. 
H e ran to the bauk. 
T he 
fish found It had undertaken a bigger | 
task th a n it could w ell m anage, and a ^ 
wild struggle w as In progress betw een ; 
the gar and the dying child. T he negro 
shot the fish, b u t th e child died before 
It could be tak en from th e w ater.—New 
York Tim es.
